THE PARENTS ol Karen Ann Quinlan want 
doctors at a D enville. N.J.. hospital to stop a 
mechanical 
respirator which m aintains her 
biological functions w hile she rem ains in a deep 
coma The doctors refuse 
saying they have 
neither the legal nor ethical right to do so. 
The parents contend their daughter is suf 
lering from irreversible brain damage as shown 
In her sin month coma and the situation is 
hopeless Finding strength in the support of their 
Roman Catholic priest, M r and Mrs. Quinlan 
have asked that their daughter he allowed to die 
"w ith grace and d ig n ity.” 
Thus the case has been taken to Judge Robert 
M uir J r of the New Jersey Superior Court who 
now has to decide the question: When does, or 
should, life end'1 
In a case at Fresno. Calif . a 19 year old youth 
was allowed to die through removal of his life 
support sytem a fte r he had been kept alive 1H 
days follow ing irreversible brain damage during 
an operation. 
Doctors claim they acted w ith perm ission of 
the youth’s parents The parents say they were 
not consulted The case w ill go to court. 


S till another case involved a W ellington. Ohio 
youth who received brain damage in a neigh­ 
borhood football game. Doctors declared his 
brain dead but used machines to keep his heart 
going. A lte r three weeks, his parents initiated a 
move to shut oft the m achinery. Doctors balked 
saying Ohio law rules that death occurs w hen the 
heart stops, not the brain

and taking care of his room, 
board and entertainm ent, and 


iu t squeezing out of hoo a tore 
cas-1? 
Gan you imagine an econo­ 
m ist turning down th»* oppor­ 
tunity of m aking the same 40 
minute speech to three d iffe r­ 
ent conventions in two weeks 
and collecting three four-figure 
lees while enjoying the sun and 
relaxing?

The congressional plan would 
keep the present $5 25-a barrel 
price on oil produced from 
wells in production before 1973 
and roll back the price of new 
oil below the world market lev­ 
els now running at about $13.50 
a barrel. 
Ford wants to end oil-price 
controls, but over a shorter pe­ 
riod of time than many mem 
tiers of Congress desire.

D EA R DR. LAM B - My 
husband is just past 60 and has 
had prostate trouble for a cou­ 
ple of years. He has to get up 
frequently at night and has 
what he calls distress in the 
area. 
The doctor put him on a sul­ 
fa drug, and he was to drink 
plenty of water or juices. He 
no longer has the distress, but 
still has to get up frequently. 
What about the sulfa drug? 
Shouldn’t he go back to the 
doctor and discontinue it? 
And, should he have surgery? 
Is the surgery successful? 
D$AR R E A D E R - Your 
husband’s doctor apparently 
thought he had a urinary tract 
infection. This often occurs 
when the normal drainage of 
the bladder is impaired. The 
success of the treatment 
suggests he was right. 
It is usually a good idea to 
drink lots of fluids when tak­ 
ing sulfa drugs. That helps 
prevent complications that 
might otherwise occur in the 
kidneys. 
Yes, your husband should go 
back to the doctor. He should 
stay on the sulfa as long as the 
doctor tells him to. A mistake 
patients often make is to dis­ 
continue treatment because 
they feel better — regardless 
of the illness. In many in­ 
stances this will delay or pre­ 
vent recovery from an illness 
or may allow it to recur. So, 
don’t stop until the doctor 
says to do so. 
The persistence of your 
husband’s frequency suggests 
that he still has obstruction of 
the bladder, even if he has 
eliminated the associated in­ 
fection. The doctor will need 
to examine him and evaluate 
the amount of d ifficu lty 
before anything is decided 
about an operation. In some 
cases injury can be postponed 
and in others it can’t and is ab­ 
solutely necessary. 
D EA R DR 
LAM B - Do 
you have any simple rule you 


can give us poor housewives 
to use in figuring the proper 
limit of fat in the diet? I read 
in your column and elsewhere 
that no more than a third of 
one’s calories should come 
from fat, but the food labels 
a lw a y s give fats, c a r ­ 
bohydrates and proteins in 
grams. I know that grams and 
calories are not the same 
thing, but I don’t know how to 
make the conversion, and it is 
driving me up the wall. How 
can we be expected to prepare 
meals without too much fat if 
we can’t get the information 
we need? 
D EA R R E A D E R - How 
right you are. As a simple 
generalization, there are nine 
calories in a gram of fat, four 
in a gram of carbohydrate or 
protein. A simple rule then is 
that the total grams of fat in 
your diet should be only one 
fifth of all the grams of car­ 
bohydrates and proteins plus 
fat in your diet. The total 
grams of protein and car­ 
bohydrate should be at least 
four times the number of 
grams of fat in your diet. 
If your diet included 60 
grams of protein and 140 
grams of carbohydrate (200 
grams of protein plus car­ 
bohydrate), it should contain 
no more than 50 grams of fat. 


That is four times as much 
carbohydrate and protein as 
fat or one fifth of the diet 
would be grams of fat. That 
would mean 36 per cent of 
your calories would be fat, a 
smidgen more than you should 
have, but within tolerable 
limits. You don’t have to have 
that much fat, of course. That 
is the upper limit. 


Obviously, the ratio I have 
used as an example would 
give you only 450 calories of 
fat, 240 calories from protein, 
and 560 calories of c a r­ 
bohydrates or a total of just 
1250 calories, not enough for 
daily normal eating except for 
those on a reducing diet.

Collier, GDP Gov. James A 
Rhodes’ chief fiscal officer, 
said he will give details about 
Ohio’s cash flow problems, and 
suggest ways for at least a 
stopgap solution 
The problem primarily is one 
at this point that involves low 
monthly revenue collections 
that will be made up for next 
March with the next collection 
ol the corporate franchise tax. 
Ohio’s spending commitments 
remain fairly constant on a 
monthly basis 
Although Collier said he 
wanted to withhold his presen­ 
tation until the briefing, a legis 
lative budget planner predicted 
the director would suggest one 
of two wavs to solve the profi­ 
le m, or possibly a combination 
ot both 
Richard G Sheridan, legisla 
live budget officer, said Kndav 
that Collier had alternatives 
that included the alteration and 
delay ol state subsidies for 
(‘ducation, or a temporary loan 
I rom any of about 80 state funds 
that happened to have a current 
surplus 
“ We could do either or both of 
those things, or a variety ,’’ said 
Sheridan, who also mentioned 
the possibility of borrowing 
from 
the 
state’s 
federal 
revenue sharing trust fund. 
In addition. Sheridan pointed 
out that the state set aside 
about $4o million for nonpublic 
education to be used in the see- 
ond year ot the 1975-1977 bien­ 
nium. No disbursements have 
been made I rom that lund, he 
said 
The Rhodes administration 
and Democratic legislative 


leaders have been at odds over 
whether the $10.H billion, two 
vcar budget was underfunded 
by lawmakers. Collier said pre­ 
viously the budget would come 
up more than $100 million short 
over the biennium 
As a result of Collier’s tore 
cast, Rhodes last July ordered 
all executive departments to 
cut their expenditures two per 
cent across the board. 
Democrats 
deplored 
the 
move as Rhodes’ department 
heads came before the State 
Controlling Board, which they 
dominate, asking for emergen 
cy funds to prevent employe 
layoffs. And at the last hoard 
meeting, they called on the 
governor to rescind his order as 
it 
applied 
to departments 


asking tor supplemental hinds 
Thomas J 
Moyer, Rhodes’ 
executive assistant, said if the 
governor complied with the 
board's request and rescinded 
the cut for only sotne depart 
ments, it would “ put the total 
budget out ot balance.” 
The hoard released $7 million 
to prevent layoffs and make 
employe recalls possible in the 
natural resources and taxation 
departments But it did so be­ 
cause the legislature cut the 
amounts they originally 
re 
quested The action all hut wip 
ed out the stale's emergency 
fund for the current fiscal year. 
Still before the board are re 
quests from four agencies total 
ing $3.9 million, with only $1.2 
million lett in the emergency 


fund Tliey include $2.1 from the 
Druartment ot Mental Health 
and Mental Retardation, which 
the legislature gave a sizeable 
increase from what it received 
in the last biennium. 
Democrats agree generally 
that there may be a need for a 
supplemental appropriation bill 
to replenish the emergency 
fund, but hinted tin* depart­ 
ments seeking funds won’t get 
them until the governor res 
rinds his executive order for 
the two per cent cut

"Our farm products must have 


unfettered access to world 
markets.” 
Although cloke reading of his 
May 1 statement shows that 
Ford did not promise flatly that 
he would refrain from imposing 
export controls again, many 
farmers and their spokesmen in 
Congress believed that was 
what he meant. 
Less than three months later, 
in late July, the Agriculture 
Department began telling t .S. 
gram companies to hold back 
on new sales to the Soviet Un­ 
ion. About 9.8 million metric 
tons had been sold in a matter 
of days and it appeared Russia 
was making another run on 
U.S. commodities as it did in 
1972. 
As the situation developed, 
including threats by AFL-CIO 


Presid«mt (teorge Meanv and 
maritime unions 
to boycott 
Russian grain ship loadings, 
the lid on Soviet grain sales was 
continued. 
On Sept. 9, F«>rd said, “1 am 
extending the present morator­ 
ium on sales to the Soviet Union 
until mid-October when ad­ 
ditional information on world 
supplies and demands is avail 
ab!«\ This extended period 
should provide the opportunity 
to negotiate for a long-term 
agreement with the Soviet Un­ 
ion.” 
Two weeks later further 
grain sales to Poland were sus­ 
pended. That embargo was re­ 
moved a week ago after the 
Agriculture Department’s Oct. 
10 crop report showing that 
farmers will have the record 


wheat and corn crops indicated 
previously. 
But as mid-October passed. 
White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen said Ford “never 
considered the date of Oct. 15 a 
tirm deadline" lor lilting the 
Soviet grain embargo. 
Some observers believe Ford 
has done the right thing for 
farmers by negotiating long­ 
term sales with Russia and that 
those w ill tend to level out Mos­ 
cow’s purchases over the next 
lew years and thus stabilize gy­ 
rating farm market prices. 
Those calmer views, how­ 
ever. seem to be lost on many 
farmers and their spokesmen, 
including members of Congress 
and farm organization officials. 
“No matter what he (Ford) 
announces 
now, there's not 


m u c h way we can thank him for 
rem oving an embargo 
that 
should never have been put on 
in the first place,” one farm or­ 
ganization official said Friday, 
asking that neither he nor his 
group be identiiied. “ Why 
should you appreciate someone 
who suddenly stops beating 
vou?” 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The

To Learn Litesaving Method

John Ackerman contends that 
is not a valid objection to using 
the so-called Heimlich Maneu 
ver. So his department is dis 
tributing 
posters to res 
taurants in Ohio urging use ot 
the tirst aid method 
However restaurant associ­ 
ation spokesman Aldo F. Pao 
letti says: 
'We've taken a 
stand that the best thing to do is 
call the emergency squad as 
soon as possible. 


squad to arrive, and that rilhio 
has a (iood Samaritan law 
which would protect a restau­ 
rant employe using the Heiml­ 
ich Maneuver.” 
“If you depend on the emer­ 
gency squad, you'll lose most 
choking victims unless some­ 
one in the restaurant know’s 
what to do,” lie said. 
Ackerman said the method 
does not require the use of in­ 
struments or special medical 
training 
It makes use o! air in a per­ 
son's lungs, and involves a sud­ 
den thrust with clasped lists tie- 


low the rib cage, compressing 
that air to dislodge an object 
stuck in a person's windpipe. 
Ackerman said that 150 to 200 
Ohioan* die each year trom 
choking on food and foreign 
bodies. He said three persons 
were saved by the method in 
northeastern Ohio in the last 
two weeks. 
Ackerm an said the state 
health department is training 
sanitarians ot local health de­ 
partments so they can teach the 
method to others. He said the 
Heimlich Maneuver can 
be 
learned in two minutes. 


That is the “one positive 
step' the association is recom­ 
mending to its members 
It 
does not recommend that any 
restaurant employe give direct 
aid to a choking victim. 
“Until we get more mtorma 
tion on consequences, methods, 
safety and training procedures, 
we are concerned about the en­ 
tire situation 
thit.th e victim 
in the restaurant be given the 
proper treatment, and the own­ 
er be properly protected.” 
Paoletti said. 
“Death can occur within four 
minutes after a person stops 
breathing.” 
Ackerman 
said 
"We recommend that all food 
service employes 
learn 
the 
Heimlich Maneuver before they 
need it ” 
Ackerman said the choking 
victims can often die before 
there is time for an emergency

So far. only ap 
pliance m anufacturers and 
service centers have favored 
the steel makers with strong * 
demand for sheets, IW said.

there's no sign yet of the surge 
in demand Order entries in­ 
dicate tourth q u a rte r ship­ 
ments w ill be about the same as 
in the previous three months, 
about 19.5 million net tons 
That level of fourth-quarter 
demand would leave shipments 
for the year at 81 million tons, 
or 26 per cent below the 199 > 
million tons shipped last year. 
Raw steel production in the
